Braddock Was Encamped 


in New Haven. 


HIS 
ILL-FATED 
EXPEDITION 


Reached 
New 
Haven 
June 
28, 


1755, and Camped There for Two 
Days and Then Went to Bradaock, 
Whero He Fell Mortally Wounded. 


Rev. William A. Edle, pastor of tho 


Prcabytorlun Church, writes interest- 
ingly of an Incident. o£ tUo BradUock 
campaign as follows: 


"This Is an anniversary. One hun- 


dred and fifty-two years ago today 
Braddoi k's army lay encamped In New 
Haven. 
January II, 1755, 
General 


Bratldock, with his two British regi- 
ments, sailed from Cork, Ireland. Ho 
arrived In Hampton Rouds Fobumry 
20, and started forth on hi& ill-tuted ex- 
pedition to Fort 
Duquesne.
